But at the 
very least that knowledge pre- 
pares us for whatever tough tasks 
lie ahead.

“We must all recognize—in all 
our thinking and our planning— 
that the Korean War is but the 
most dramatic and most painful 
phase, for us at this moment, of 
our worldwide struggle against 
Communist aggression.’’

But 
a slowdown on rearmament by the 
rest of Europe is not expected to 
strengthen those forces in Ger- 
many which, under Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer’s leadership, are 
devoted to establishing a German 
defense contribution in a United 
Europe. 


Those officials who have studied 
the course of Soviet policy are in- 
clined to blame relaxation on re- 
armament upon a European as- 
sumption that Russia’s enmity to- 
ward the West is a variable. 


‘ENMITY CONSTANT 


‘‘Whether they are sweet talking 
us or kicking us, are the enemy”’ 
one Official said. ‘Their enmity 
is a constant, while the easing 
of pressure against the West is 
temporary tactics to build up com- 
placency and induce relaxation.’’ 


Military construction undertaken 
by the Russians or by satellites at 
soviet orders is not confined to 
East Germany, although it is most 
extensive in the German democrat- 
ic republic because at the moment 
six Soviet armies are concen- 
trated there. 


There has been a steady increase 


of Soviet military preparations in 
the Baltic.

island of Ruegen off the East Ger- 
man coast eastward to Leningrad. 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


This was followed by two other 
developments. The first of these 
was stockpiling of naval stores, in- 
cluding fuel and ammunition, on 
Ruegen and the islands of Saare- 
maa and Hiiumaa off the Estonian 
coast. This was accompanied by 
increased construction of light 
naval craft, patrol boats and mine 
sweepers in Baltic ports from East 
Germany to Kronstadt. 

Periodically there are reports 
that Russian aircraft carriers have 
been seen maneuvering in company 
with cruisers in the Gulf of Finland.

In the long run the existence of 
this logistical support in the im- 
mediate rather than the extreme 
rear of Soviet armies attacking 
westward could be as important 
as the growth of the satellite 
armies, which themselves outnum- 
ber either in divisions or in man- 
power under arms those of the 
Western European nations. 


EXAMPLE 


One of the factors which makes 
decisions such as those recently 
taken by the NATO council so 
difficult is the difference in in- 
terpretation of developments in 
Eastern Europe. The rearmament 
of East Germany is a good ex- 
ample. 

The British, who are not unduly 
alarmed about an immediate dan- 
ger of Soviet attack, take the 
growth of this army very seri- 
ously. 

On the other hand United States 
sources with great knowledge of 
East Germany take a much less 
serious view of the importance of 
an East German army, on grounds 
that the Russians do not trust its 
members and therefore are unlike- 
ly to give them sufficient arms or 
independence to become a formid- 
able military body. 

Such contrasts in view exist in 
a number of cases, but neither 
British nor United States military 
sources discount the extent or im- 
portance of improvements to the 
Soviet logistical position in East 
Europe,

Calls the Turn 


Sen. Richard B. Russell, Georgia’s 
astute contribution to the United States 
Senate, does not think Minnesota’s Sena~ 
tor Humphrey will get very far in per- 
suading the Senate to follow him in a 
tactical move to abolish Senate rules 
and thereby deprive Southern senators 
of the weapon of filibuster. He said so 
in a visit to Atlanta this past week end. 

Neither do we. The new Congress 
is almost surely going to proceed to 
the business of budget and then to 
taxes. It will certainly not allow itself 
to be disrupted by a filibuster fight 
when it must depend on a coalition of 
Southerners for support in pushing 
through the major items of its legisla- 
tive program. 

The showdown on the filibuster will 
come much later in the congressional 
session. President-elect Eisenhower has 
announced he will not interfere with the 
right to filibuster “unless it interferes 
with necessary legislation.” That 1s a 
good, wide loophole, but the general’s 
position as to’ states’ rights and Senate 
customs is well known. He will not 
lend any weight to upsetting them.

Senator Russell had a comment, too, 
on the segregation question before the 
Supreme Court. He said: 

“It is unthinkable to me that the 
Supreme Court will so reverse precedent 
and distort the Constitution as to rule 
against the right of the states to segre- 
gate children in common schools.” 

No one knows what the Supreme 
Court will do, but the feeling is that it 
will not bring an immediate end to 
segregation. There will be, almost cer- 
tainly, a decision that segregation is un- 
constitutional, but there is expected to be 
a provision that because of. psychologi- 
cal and sociological factors involved, 
where there are concentrations of popu- 
lation, a period of adjustment will be 
established. Senator Russell is probably 
correct in his assumption about the 
common schools. The court’s questions 
were certainly thoughtful and indicated 
concern. 

But there will be no such period of 
adjustment for professional schools; that 
rule is by now an old one. Arkansas, 
Texas, Oklahoma and Virginia have ad- 
mitted the few Negro eligibles to their 
professional schools without disturb- 

ance. It is in this field that the court 

decision may become immediately effec- 
tive. Senator Russell spoke only of the 
common schools. If they are not af- 
fected, our state and educational leaders 
will have to decide what course to 
take—whether to follow other Southern 
states, or resist at the professional school 
level. 

We seem to be entering an era of 
thoughtful consideration in the courts, 
the Congress and the administration. 
And, happily, there is time, as well as 
need, for it. :

Religion Affects 


Other Peoples, Too 


At a time when the Christian religion 
is dramatically revealing its influence 
over millions, it is of interest to note the 
significant fact that other religions also 
compel attention. 

In India, Potti Sriramulu, 5l-year- 
old Gandhian nationalist, leader of the 
Andhras peoples, died recently after a 
fast of 58 days and was immediately de- 
clared a Hindu saint. His death, clev- 
erly exploited by Communists, touched 
off riots which affected all India. 

He had been the leader of a move- 
ment to divide India into linguistic 
states. The Andhras live principally in 
11 districts of Madras state. They are 
the remnants of an ancient people who 
once ruled India in Old Testament days 
and still speak their own language, 
Telegu. They are an extremely poor, 
proud people who take a sort of per- 
verse pride in their past glory. Be- 
cause of their poverty, communism has 
made great strides among them. The 
body of their starved leader was car- 
ried through the streets, bedecked with 
flowers, and some 40,000 semihysterical 
persons followed, looting and destroy- 
ing property. 

Now, India has granted them a sepa- 
rate status and will move to counter 
Communist influences. This will anger 
the Tamils, also an ancient people, who 
now have control of the great seaport 
and industrial city of Madras. 

India’s problems are many, and the 
fact there are 11 major languages and 
more than 200 dialects makes them the 
more complex. 

In the Moslem world the mullahs 
are preaching almost a holy war against 
the Americans, British and the Jews in 
Israel. The new leadership in Egypt is 
strongly religious, and calls upon the 
people to obey the Koran—which grants 
immediate entry into paradise to all 
who die for it. 

Russia sits on the sidelines, antireli- 


gious herself but cynically fostering re- 
ligious differences for her own profit. 
The Christian world must not fail 
to note these facts and to weigh them 
well. They are a part of the future.

Vigilant Solicitor 
Protects Communities 


The lawless find no haven of rest in 
the four counties comprising the Flnt 
Judicial Circuit. Solicitor General Ben- 
jamin B. Garland sees to that. 

Solicitor Garland maintains a con- 
stant vigilance upon Operators of road- 
houses, juke joints, tourist courts and 
other such establishments over Butts, 
Henry, Lamar and Monroe Counties. 
Those Who step outside the law face 
padlock proceedings and certain prose- 
cution. 

During the last month a half dozen 
such establishments have felt the sharp 
sting of the solicitor’s whip. 

“The easiest way I know of prevent- 
ing racketeers from taking over a com- 
munity is to keep them from obtaining 
an initial foothold,” Solicitor Garland 
declared. “Once they get a foot in the 
door, so to speak, the enforcement job 
becomes much more difficult.” 

Improperly operated roadhouses, 
juke joints and tourist camps are a men- 
ace to any community, he contends. They 
are gathering places for young people in 
an atmosphere which tends to destroy 
morals; they constitute an acute traffic 
hazard because those who stop there and 
drink get into automobiles and drive out 
into heavily traveled highways. 

Solicitor Garland is to be congratu- 
lated upon his periodic inspections of 
such places and his relentless action in 
padlocking those which fail to meet the 
test. 

Certainly Butts, Henry, Lamar and 
Monroe Counties will be much safer 
communities in which to live and to rear 
families so long as such vigilance con- 
tinues in the solicitor’s office.

Licensed Architects 


Should Draw the Plans 


Because certain professions and 
trades call for special training and skills, 
society requires proof of competency 
before allowing a practitioner to offer 
his services to the public. Doctors, den- 
tists, electricians and plumbers, for ex- 
ample, come under the code. 

They must certify as to training and 
pass tests proving know-how in order 
to qualify with examining boards as 
licensed in the profession. 

Likewise, with architects. 

Comes now to the State Board for 
the Examination, Qualification, and 
Registration of Architects a complaint 
that plans for schools in Georgia are be- 
ing drawn by other than the licensed 
and registered. The state board has in- 
dicated that it will move to investigate 
and to take corrective measures if the 
condition exists. 

It is right that it should. Architec- 
tural firms which have qualified under 
the law which requires the senior mem- 
ber to be registered with the state are 
entitled to the protection. 

What is more important, the public 
whose millions are being spent in the 
state school building program has the 
right to the assurance that none of that 
money will be wasted through incom- 
petent planning.

Ike Wisely Ducks 
Senate Squabble 


WASHINGTON — President-elect Dwight 
Eisenhower has made a wise decision in let- 
ting it be known that he will remain neutral 
and not interfere in the fight that is threat- 
ened over the majority leadership of the 
Senate. For him to have done otherwise, 
would have been to invite a disastrous split 
in his party at the very outset of the new 
administration. 


The Eisenhower hands-off attitude likely 
means the election of Sen. Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio as majority leader, though the matter 

aad is still up-in the air and 
is yet to be decided. Taft 
has virtually announced 
his candidacy for the post 
by having it made known 
that he is ‘‘available,”’ if 


Sen. Styles Bridges, N. H., 


the present Republican 
Jeader,. decides to step 
down in favor of other 
Senate honors for which 
he is line. 

i Bridges’ seniority po- 
sition entitles him to the chairmanship of 
the powerful Senate appropriations commit- 
tee. He is also in line for the. office of presi- 
dent pro-tem of the Senate, a post of honor 
that calls for presiding over the Senate in 
the absence of the Vice-President. He could 
not very well assume all three positions. If 
forced to make a choice, he is said to 
prefer the appropriations chairmanship and 
the honorary presiding officer’s job, both 
of which he might command. 


Some of the Eisenhower people, how- 
ever, take anything but a pleasant view of 
Senator Taft in the role of majority leader. 
In fact, they are downright opposed to it. 
Remembering the bitter struggle that went 
on between the Ohio senator and General 
Ike over the Republican nomination, they 
are fearful of what might happen if Taft is 
given the leadership. 

For this reason, quiet efforts have been 
made to persuade Senator Bridges to carry 
on as party leader in the chamber. The 
hope has been that, in this way, a fight 
might be avoided. There has been talk of 
having General Eisenhower bring personal 
pressure on Republican senators -to prevent 
Taft’s election. Some of the Ohio man’s ene- 
mies would undoubtedly like to see this 
done. 

But General Ike has apparently been 
smart enough to see the danger in such a 
course. If he allowed himself to become in- 
volved in a fight over the majority leader- 
ship, the move would be frought with all 
sorts of evil consequences to himself and 
his administration— particularly if Taft 
should be defeated as a result of the Presi- 
dent-elect’s intervention. 

For whether Taft is majority leader or 
not, he promises to be one of the most pow- 
ful figures in the next-Congress. He actually 
has been the Republican leader of the Sen- 
ate for some years, though the title, with his 
consent, has gone to someone else. He has 
been content to serve as chairman of the 
Republican policy committee, a _ position 
that gives him a commanding voice in the 
determination of party legislative policy. 
Whatever happens in the leadership fight, he 
is expected to retain this chairmanship.

all open our hard and 

stubborn hearts to wel- es 

come the Christ of Christ- Cg 
mas. Let me illustrate by way of analogy. 
Before her marriage a bride prepares her- 
self in many ways. She counsels with her 
pastor, her physician, her hemstitcher, her 
volume of etiquette. Friends and relatives 
come to her with advice, assurance and aid. 
It is forethought and preparation which 
heightens the joy and _ solemnity of the 
words she offers and receives at the altar. 
So it is with each of us as we come to Christ- 
mas and kneel at the manger of the King 
of kings. 

In the opening verses of the fiffh chapter 
of John is recounted the story of Christ's 
healing of the impotent man by the waters 
of Bethesda. Christ bids the sick man to 
rise, take up his bed and walk. When the 
miracle is accomplished, those who stand 
nearby ask the man who it was who healed 
him. The man turns, but Jesus has gone. 
Weymouth in his translation of verse 13 says: 
‘“‘The man who had been cured did not know 
who it was; for Jesus had gone out unno- 
ticed, there being a crowd in the place.” 

The suggestion implied in this translation 
is important to our thoughts on Christmas. 
In all our Christmas rush, amid the crowd- 
ing of many people, the good cheer, the tinsel 
and the lights, too many of us are apt to 
miss Him whose day this is. I hope the 
Advent season has been a period of prepara- 
tion for us. Certainly these last three days 
of Advent are spiritually important for us. 

The word advent suggests a second word, 
adventure. Advent ought to be a period of 
adventure. And particularly it ought to be 
for each of us a time Of renewal. ’ 

The year is old. Many of our fondest hopes 
have crumpled. Many of our noble visions 
have become blurred. But as Christmas ap- 
proaches new hope and new faith enter into 
our hearts. The adventure of life is renewed, 
reinvigorated. We are given, as it were, a 
new spiritual Jease on life at the crib of 
the Babe. 

There comes to us the spirit of expect- 
ancy and of enthusiasm. ‘This comes not 
from the sound and the fury of our tradi- 
tional forms of celebration, but:from the 
remembrance of hushed and bowed heads 
about the crib of straw. The Child renews 
in each of us who is alerted and prepared 
the adventure of life.

Turn the Heat 
On the TB Bug 


This morning for two special reasons I 

call attention to the editorial cartoon. One is 
that it is the work of a young artist who 
doesn’t even know that his drawing is in the 
Monday Constitution.

His car- 
toon was prepared as part of the Atlanta 
Tuberculosis Association’s school press 
project and it first appeared in the Hoke 
Smith paper, The Senator. The second rea- 
son is that some of those $8 ) 4 
who received TB Christ- #% E32 
mas seals still haven't 3 
sent back either the seals 
or the money for them. 
The TB association 
doesn’t want the seals, 
but if can use the money. 
The Jack Smith art is a 
reminder. You light your 
candle, when you make 
Christmas seals a part of 
Christmas giving. 

The Christmas seal custom is almost half 
a century old. On a Christmas Eve in 1903, 
Einar Holboell, a Danish postal clerk, was 
saddened as he saw two children coughing 
and shivering in the snow. He went to the 
King of Denmark and suggested that it would 
be fine to strike off a special stamp to raise 
funds to help those ill with tuberculosis. The 
king liked the idea and created the stamp. 
The compassionate Danish postal employe 
had lighted a candle which has burned 
brightly ever since. 

The 1952 seal chairman in Atlanta is Don 
Elliot; that bustling man of radio whose 
genial voice brings me the news each morn- 
ing while I shave. Don says to thank those 
who have already sent in $74,200. but the 
Elliot Christmas won't be merry. unless 
enough more come through with cash for 
seals to build that $74,000 to $85,000, the 
target total. 

He says to remind you that the funds 
from the seals don't go to buy holiday knick- 
knacks for the unfortunate. The seal money 
is carefully budgeted for a continuous pro- 
gram of preventive and curative service. 

It is a program which either directly or 
indirectly affects every home. Those ill 
with tuberculosis benefit from proper treat- 
ment and from help for their families. The 
well gain protection as hitherto unknown 
cases of the disease are detected and the 
victims encouraged to take treatment. 

We've come a long way since 1907 when 
Emily Bissell of Delaware brought the seal 
plan to America. In 1907 only a few doctors 
believed that TB could be cured. The money 
Emily Bissell raised helped them prove their 
point. 

No longer when someone says, ‘‘He’s got 
TB,’’ do we throw up our hands in a tragic 
gesture of hopelessness. We know that de- 
tected in time, the case can be cured. We 
know that seal sales have played a big part 
in bringing us to that happier state. But 
we know, too, that the battle is not won. 

What Don Elliot says about the Greater 
Atlanta area goes for every county where 
there is an active TB association. 

Take another look at the Jack Thomas 
cartoon, then mail in the price of those seals,

Twice he intercepted SMU passes, not ordinary interceptions, 
but one-handers, like an outfielder making a grandstand catch, only 
in Morris’ case, it wasn't grandstanding. He could only get one hand 
on the ball. But where the other fellow is content to use that hand 
to hat the ball down, Morris reeled it in for himself. He's got hands 
the size of a hot-water bottle. 

Later he dived in and stole the ball from an unfortunage SMU 
hack. It was so slick a maneuver that the local statisticians tried 
to credit him with another intercepted pass. The next day Dallas 
sports pages appeared with cartoons of Morris wearing. a hlack 
mask and toting a six-shooter. Morris was everything a great 
linebacker could possibly be: 

“George is more than just a linebacker. He’s worth just as much 
to us running the defensive team.: I'm always kidding Ray Graves 
(the defensive line coach), telling him I'd rather have George calling 
defensive signals than him.

Minister of State Radwan said a 
special court consisting of three 
judges of the higher courts and 
probably four army officers would 
be set up to try cases under an 
accelerated program. Each de- 
fendant will be limited to one de- 
fense attorney, in order to check 
the practice of dragging out trials 
interminably in hope that a change 
of cabinet would bring friends of 
the accused into power. 


MONEY RETURN 


Penalties «provided in the de- 
cree include loss of Egyptian na- 
tionality, as well as loss of the 
right to hold public office or to 
engage in political activity. In ad- 
dition anyone convicted of cor- 
ruption must restore to the state 
sums illegally obtained through the 
abuse of power while in office. 

A demand for a purge of the 
corrupt Egyptian political caste, 
together with nationalist agitation, 
has been at the base of the explo- 
sive situation that existed in Egypt 
from the end of the Palestine War 
to last summer's military coup 
-that brought General Naguib to 
power. 

Corruption in King Farouk’s court 
in politics resulted in the forma- 
tion within the Army of a group 
determined: to change the situa- 
tion in Egypt. The king's crown 
was saved in the spring of 1949 
only by a regime of police terror 
and wholesale internment of sus- 
pected persons. 

Later, charges brought against 
individuals protected by the court 
or the former high command who 
had profiteered on munitions and 
supplies during the Palestine con- 
flict were sidetracked or sup- 
pressed.

But with Christmas coming and a son on his way home from 
overseas, a woman simply can’t stick in the house and do nothing 
about gift buying. Even at the cost of considerable personal pain 
Mrs. Carson knew she would have to get out and get to the stores 
sooner or later. 

“The temperature at Young Harris was just a few degrees 
above zero when I woke up,’’ she told me. ‘‘And I knew I’d never 


-make it. But I kept listening to the radio and when I heard it was 


36 degrees in Atlanta I decided to risk it.’’ 


Traveling through the cold would be excruciatingly painful, 
but Mrs. Carson thought of a remedy. Her mother-in-law had 
owned a fur neckpiece and when she died she left it to her son’s 
wife. 

“At the time I didn’t value it much but since I’ve had this 
trouble I’ve discovered that protecting my face with the furs was a 
great help.

‘Are Open 
To Dieters

* Often reducers who have lost | 
50 to 70 pounds and still have 30 
pr so to go are puzzled because 
the last pounds are stubborn to | 
budge. The fact is . . . when food | 
antake is drastically cut over a | 
dong period of time, nature starts | 
to conserve and uses less fuel. 
in other words, metabolism Jow- 
ers, the system shifts into low | 
gear and actually gets along on 
less food. This economy of | 
energy is a protective measure | 
on nature’s part, but from the | 
reducer’s viewpoint, it doesn’t | 
seem like much of a favor. 

As one plucky dieter writes 
» - » L have reduced from 257 | 
pounds to 183 in the last two | 
years. I started on a 1,000-calorie- | 
a-day diet, but then the pounds | 
got harder to move, and I had to | 
‘cut my intake from 1,000 to 800 or | 
-900 calories a day. The last | 
-months have been rather tough | 
sledding, and only by a drastic | 
-cut have I been able to lose any- | 
‘thing at all. | 

“I had my health checked, and | 
‘everything except my weight is 
"in A-1 condition. Will it harm 
‘me to continue on a very rigid 
diet for the next couple of months | 
‘until [ reach my goal of 150 
pounds? I have the will power 
to diet but no incentive when the 
pounds do not disappear. Can 
you suggest anything that may 
help?”’ 
’ At this point our dieter may | 
choose between two courses: | 
She can struggle along on a 
stringent diet, or she can try this 
plan: Hold weight at normal 
three to four weeks. Then diet 
again until 10 to 12 pounds are 
lost. Hold weight. Resume diet 
of 800 calories a day. The beauty | 
of this plan is that it allows our 
dieter more time to entrench 
good food habits. At the same 
time, the holding-weight period 
gives the system a chance to ad- 
just to the lowered weight level. 
~ To maintain weight at normal, 
the best plan is to eat generous 
amounts of protein and continue 
building menus around the other 
protective foods, :

Best Yule Gift of All

Femmes in show business tell 
me that the finest Christmas 
present ever delivered by Santa 
Claus has been TV. 

“Once upon a time” said a 
fine-looking youngster, a dancer 
on one of the weekly TV shows, 
‘girls in show business faced a 
rough time. Producers of stage 
shows and night club shows and 
the scum which surrounded these 
geniuses believed that any cho- 
rus girl should be overwhelmed 
by their manly charm and per- 
sonality. If you didn’t go out on 
dates with them, the next week 
you were out of work. I know, 
because I was .out of work 
often.”’ 

The other girls with her 
nodded their heads. ‘It hap- 
pened to all of us over and over. 
Many of the smaller night clubs 
also insisted that we sit with 
favored customers. They took it 
for granted that after the 2 a. m. 
show, we’d be just thrilled to 
death to go out on dates with 
them. If we didn’t, the night 
club operator would get rid of 
us on the next pay day.”’ 


“TV has changed all of this 
for us,’’ gloated the first girl. 

“In the first place, when we 
dance in a TV show chorus line 
or ballet line, we get more 
money for one show than we 
ever got for eight shows a week 
in musical comedy or for 21 
shows per week in a night club 
or for 28 shows a week in vau- 
deville. Our TV pay, for a single 
hour show, ranges from $125 to 
$157 per dancer. That is good 
money and out of it we can live 
well, send a little money home, 
dress nicely and still have 
enough left to take ballet les- 


sons or dramatic lessons.”’ 
‘‘Not only that’’ said a brunette 
dancer. ‘‘In TV, we live in one 
city all the time, instead of that 
dreadful ordeal of traveling, and 
we ean get another girl to share 
the costs of an apartment. We 
can form friendships and live 
like normal human beings.” 


“Because of all these things,’”’ 
added a girl from our show, 
“those of us who are married 
can have permanent homes with 
our husbands. Rae McGregor, 
Cynthia Scott, Ingrid Secratan 
and Norma Thornton all are 
married happily and live pleas- 
antly as any young married 
couples who are not in show 
business. A lot of those girls, 
because they can make their 
homes in one city, also can 
double into Broadway musicals. 
Because of their TV publicity 
and because audiences recognize 
them from having seen them on 
TV screens, these girls often are 
chosen to play small parts in 
these Broadway musicals.” 


Let’s look at some of the men 
who engage girls for their TV 
shows. Perry Como, Arthur God- 
frey, Sid Caesar and Max Lieb- 
man, Jackie Gleason, Dave Gar- 
roway, Fred Waring, Milton 
Berle, Red Buttons and Jimmy 
Durante are pretty nice human 
beings, a far cry from the type 
of guy who once could shut off 
a girl’s career in show business 
if she winced at his double en- 
tendre stories and his general 
uncouthness. 

And TV has a_ wonderful 
framework of checks. and bal- 
ances for those who would at- 
tempt to become obnoxious.
